WASHINGTON, May 14—The Government and people of 
the United States today turned expectantly toward Berlin, where 
Ambassador Gerard had been instructed to present to the German 
Foreign Office a note calling the attention of the Imperial Gov- 
ernment to the ‘‘unlawful and inhumane’’ destruction of the Lasi- 
tnnia and other violations of American rights on the high seas. 
"Germany is asked in the note to disavow the acts of her sub-

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The President has been fatigued by 
his constant application for the last 
few days to the work of preparing 
America’s note to Germany.

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“Nothing will deter us from that; 
nothing will cause us to deviate from 
that course, except England’s action.’’

Demonstrations Over Country. 

Dispatches received here from ail 
parts of Italy set forth that the receipt 
of the news of the resignation of the 
Cabinet produced an extraordinary sen- 
Florence, Naples, 
Palermo and elsewhere its receipt was 
followed by demonstrations. 

Observers in Rome deduce from those 
occurrences that a large majority of 
the people are in favor of a policy of 
hostility against Austria. 

Dispatches from Milan say serious 
rioting has broken out in that city over 
the political situation. The adherents 
of the opposing political factions have 
resorted to the use of firearms and the 
situation is described as grave. 

The action of the Cabinet leaves King 
Victor Emmanuel free to choose the 
men he considers best adapted to guide 
Italy in the present grave siuation. 
Both Signors Marcora and Manfredi 
have been mentioned as possible Pre- 
miers. Politically the King is above all 
parties, and he is in possession of in- 
formation enabling him to form excel- 
lent judgment as to the feeling of the 
country. It is believed in some quar- 
ters here that the present course may 
bring a solution to the court better than 
that which might have issued from the 
- Clash of contending elements. 

According to parliamentary custom. 
the King has the right to accept or re- 
ject the resignations of the Cabinet. 
and this morning Rome is filled with 
the wildest conjecture as to what his 
majesty will do. Some believe he will 
summon the Cabinet before the Cham- 
ber of Deputies for discussion of its 
course, being guidea himself by what 

these @iscussions reveal. 

. Gilolitti'a Attitude a Factor. 

Others argue that Premier Salandra 
resigned because of the attitude of Si- 
snor Giolitti and that Giolitt! must of 
necessity take the place of Salandra. 
More dispassionate observers are of the 
opinion that neither of these courses is 
possible, arguing that in such a grave 
hour of the national life the men in 
power must have behind them the sup- 
port of at least a very large majority 
of Parliament. 

It would be impossible for either Gio- 
litt! or the retiring ministry, after the 
bitter recriminations of the last 15 days, 
to win such support. Consequently it 
is argued that the King probably wil) 
choose a new Cabinet of men who have 
not taken part in the heated exchange. 
It is the mission of the Cabinet, the 
argument rungs, to steer Italy through 
the existing titernational difficulties 
wethem recenl to political parties. 

Another suggestion advanced is that 
the day has arrived for the formation 
of a great national Cabinet similar to 
that of France, a ministry to include 
the leading figures of all parties, to 
which there shal! be entrusted the mo- 
mentous decision now before the coun- 
ery. 

War Fever Spreading. 

The war fever continues to spread 
Italy, and the manifes-

In their attempt of Ictober and No- 
vember last to reach C'alais, the Ger- 
mans continued their attacks for six 
wecks but the allied force was much 
weaker then, and the Germans were not 
in the position of having to meet coun- 
ter offensive as they have now to the 
north of Arras, in the Woevre and at 
other points along the western front. 

Of these the most important is that 
which the French are carrying out from 
Arras to the point where their line 
joins the British and in which they con- 
tinue to meet with unvarying success. 
They report the capture—which the 
Germans admit—of very strong fortified 
positions, and one road at least which 
the Germans have been using to bring 
up reinforcements to _ their positions 
near La Bassee. Therefore it is be- 
lieved here that the French successes 
will lighten the pressure which the Ger- 
mans are bringing to bear on the Brit- 
ish around Ypres. 

Galician Offensive Continues. 

The Austro-German offensive con- 
tinues in Western Galicia, where they 
have driven the Russians 40 miles back 
from their old positions and to within 
25 miles of Przmysl. The fighting has 
become less intense and the Germanic 
allies have been able to estimate their 
captures, which they state amount to 
some 150,000 men, 69 guns and 255 ma- 
chine guns. The small number of guns 
on the comparison with the prisoners 
would seem to indicate that the Rus- 
sians have made an orderly retreat. 

In Eastern Galicia the Russians as- 
sert that as a result of their new of- 
fensive the Austrians have begun a dis- 
orderly retreat. 

Reuter’s Amsterdam 
says that Turkish headquarters 
made the following announcement: 

“A portion of the Turkish fleet in 
the forenoon attacked an English iron- 
clad near Morto harbor at the entrance 
to the Dardanelles. She was struck by 
projectiles in three places, namely, the 
commander's bridge, amidships, and 
astern, and sank immediately.”’ 

The dispatch probably refers to the 
British battleship Goliath, which the 
British Admiralty has announced was 
torpedoed in the Dardanelles with the 
loss of more than 600 lives.

French Make More Gains Near Arras, 
Despite Rain. 

PARIS, May 14.—War Office this 
afternoon issued the following state- 
ment on the progress of hositilities: 

“It has been raining without stop 
since yesterday morning. Last night, 
in spite of the handicap of a diffi- 
cult and slippery terrain, we occu- 
pied several German trenches to the 
southwest of Souchez, and we have 
maintained on the rest of the front 
from Loos to Arres all the gains re- 
cently made by us. 

“In the valley of the Alsne we yes- 
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Thus declared a high German Gov- 
ernment official to me today, when I 
asked what the future submarine policy 
would be. 

“Germany unaffectedly regrets ana 
sorrows Over the loss of sO many neu- 
tral lives on the Lusitania,’’ he con- 
iinued, ‘“‘but the responsibility rests 
wholly with the British. 

“England Would Have It.” 

‘Admiral von Tirpitz told you in 
December that Germany did not want 
war to the knife, but England would 
have it. A nation that is fighting for its 
very existence against so relentless and 
remorseless a foe as Germany is fight- 
ing, also has a duty to perform to its 
own women and children and noncom- 
batants, and that is to fight for them 
with every means at its command. 

With the Italian war cloud looming 
black and foreboding on one side, deep 
resentment of feeling. against America 
on the other, with German soldiers 
fighting from Switzerland to the North 
Sea, from Libau on the Baltic to the 
Carpathians, German troops massed on 
the Rumanian and Italian frontiers 
waiting the decision of those countries, 
fighting in Turkey and on the Serbian 
fronts, Germany is absolutely calm. 

En route from the Dardanelles, I 
rushed back from Bucharest on hearing 
of the sinking of the Lusitania, expect- 
ing to find excitement and Americans 
in full exodus. 

Unnatural Calmness. 

Much to my surprise, I haven't seen 
Berlin so calm since the beginning of 
the war. The composure and calmness 
impressed one almost as icy and in the 
circumstances unnatural. This is so 
pronounced that even Americans have 
little worry about a possible break be- 
tween America and Germany. 

So far as the embassy is aware, nons 
of the American colony, which. still 
numbers several hundred, has left or 
is preparing to leave. I found Ambas- 
sador Gerard, somewhat grave, but not 
excited, seconding President Wilson's 
efforts. He expressed confidence that 
President Wilson would find a course 
without a diplomatic rupture. 

Almost like irony was the arrival at 
the embassy today of several American 
members of the Womens’ Peace Con- 
gress at The Hague, including Angela 
Morgan of New York and Rebecca 
Shelly of Freeport, Ill., on a sight-see- 
ing tour. 

Taking Stock of Potatoes. 

Following closely upon the official 
announcement in Vienna, restricting the 
sale of meat to five days, stock taking 
of all potato supplies in Germany has 
been ordered. Not only must dealers, 
wholesalers and growers report the 
quantities on hand, but all families and 
hotels having more than ® pounds. 

While I, among others, repeatedly 
have written that Germany is amply 
supplied with food, such conclusions 
have been basd too much upon first- 
class hotels and restaurants. 

From inquiries here and in Austria 
among the working classes and reports 
of Americans who employ labor, my im- 
pression is that the food questions by no 
means is so rosy as painted.

DERNBERG IN SECLUSION, 
IS SILENT ON U, S. NOTE 


Says He Will Not “Mix With Any 
Matter Under Official Discussion 
Between the United States and 

Germany.” 

NEW YORK, May 14.—Dr. Bernhard 
Dernburg, former German colonial sec- 
retary, and unofficial German spokes- 
man in this country, went into seclusion 
at the Ritz-Carlton. Reporters called 
on him, but were informed that the doc- 
tor would not see any one. The re- 
porters then sent a written request ask- 
ing for his opinion of the note sent by 
the American Government to the Im- 
perial German Governmert. In a few 
minutes the messenger returned with the 
folowing reply in Dr. Dernburg’s own 
handwriting: 

‘‘New York, May 14.—Sir: Ever since 
my arrival here I have made it a point 
rot to mix with any matter under of- 
ficial discussion between the United 
States and Germany. 

“I think it wise not to deviate from 
this policy, and I have no statement to 
make. Respectfully,

President to Sail for New York Tonight. 

The Cabinet met today in a regular session, but no further action 
was contemplated pending the receipt of Germany’s reply. The Presi- 
dent took a short automobile ride before the meeting and will depart late 
tonight on the yacht Mayflower for New York to review the Atlantic 
fleet next week. , 

During the trip, which will last nearly a week, the President will be 
kept in touch with every development in the situation, but only im- 
portant matters will be placed before him. He has declined many invi- 
tations to events in New York not connected with the review of the fleet. 

Although Ambassador Gerard had been directed to notify the State 
Department of his receipt of the American note, no word came today from 
him. Officials were sure, however, that the communication h&d reached 
Berlin and undoubtedly had been presented to the German Foreign Office. 
The absence of any message from Gerard they attributed to the congestion 
of telegraph wires in Italy. 

Count Bernstorff, the German Ambassador, made an engagement to go to 
the State Department, it was understood, to call Mr. Bryan’s attention to 
reports again published today purporting to forecast a complete refusal by 
Germany of all the American representations and point out that the Embassy 
was in no way a source of them. 

The course to be pursued by the United States in the event of a ton-

Lusitania Went to Her Grave Week Ago Today. 

It was just a week ago today that the Lusitania was struck by a German 
torpedo and sunk, with the loss of many lives besides the scores of Ameri- 
cans. The United States Government is the first to act. The other neutral 
nations, most of whom have been waiting for the policy of the United States 
to be revealed, are now expected to decide what representations they will 
make. . 

As the note was read today by diplomatists and officials generally, one 
feature that attracted wide comment was the stand taken by the United 
States against the use of the submarine as a commerce destroyer, the atten- 
tion of the German Government being called to ‘‘the practical impessibility’’ 
of employing these undersea craft to destroy merchantmen ‘‘ without disre- 
garding those rules of fairness, reason, justice and humanity whieh all mod- 
ern opinion regards as'imperative.’’ 

This was taken by navel officers versed in international law and diplo- 
matists to mean that not only during the present war, but in future inter-

new and immeasurable risks.” 

In another portion emphasis is laid 
on the inability of submarines to ex- 
ercise the right of visit and search at 
sea because of practical difficulties 
making it impossible for them to make 
a prize of merchantmen, since a prize 
crew could not be put aboard, for if 
taken as a prize the ship could not be 
sunk without leaving the neutral vessel’s 
crew at the mercy of the sea in her 
small boats. 

It wae this feature—the application of 
the rules of naval prize law to the cases 
of neutral vessels carrying eontraband 
encountered, by submarines—which at- 
tracted attention when the German cir- 
cular note to neutrals was first ex- 
amined. The arguments made in the 
American note of today is designed to 
point out the inadmissibility of what 
had been regarded in some quarters as 
concessions by Germany in the treat- 
ement of neutral mérchaatment. 

The citation tn the note of “the ex- 
plicit stipulations of the treaty of 182 
between the United States and Prussia” 
was regarded as important from a legal 
point of view. Under that treaty Ameri- 
can ships are given the right to unre- 
stricted freedom of the seas in times of 
war and even if carrying contraband, 
including munitions of war, the ships or 
cargoes cannot be confiscated, but may 
be detained arfd the cargo ‘“‘requisi- 
tioned,” in which event all contraband 
or non-contraband taken must be paid 
for irrespective of its destination.

WHAT AMERICAN 
TREATY WITH 
PRUSSIA SAYS 


The treaty of 1828 between United 
States and Prussia revived certain ar- 
ticles of the treaties of 1785 and 1799, 
some of which are directly applicable to 
the Gulflight incident. Article 12 of 
the 1785, which was revived, provides: 

If one of the contracting parties 
should be engaged in war with any 
other Power, the free intercourse and 
commerce of the subjects or citizens 
of the party remaining neutral with 
the belligerent Powers shall not be 
interrupted. On the contrary, in 
that case, as in full peace, the ves- 
sels of the neutral party may navi- 

gate freely to and from the ports 
and on the coasts of the belligerent 
parties, free vessels making free 
goods, in so much as all things shall 
be adjudged free which shall be on 
board any vessel belonging to the 
neutral party, although such' things 
belong to an enemy of the other; and 
the same freedom shall be extended 

to persons who shall be on board a 

free vepsel, although they should be 

‘enemies to the other party, muniess 

they be soldiers in actual service of 

such enemy. ; 

Article 18 of the treaty of 1799, speci- 
fically revived by the treaty of 1828, 
provides: 

And to prevent entirely all disorder 
and violence in such cases, it is stip- 
ulated that when the versels of the 
neutral party, sailing without con- 
voy, shall be met by any vessels of 
war, public or private, of the other 
party such vessel of war shall not 
send more than two or three men 
in their bcat on board the said neu- 
tral vessel to examine her pass- 
ports and documents. .And all per- 
sons belonging to any vessel of war, 
public or private, who shall molest 
or insult in any manner whatever the 
people, vessels or effects of the oth- 
er party shall be respons'ble in their 
persons and property for damages 
and interest, sufficient security for 
which shall be given by all command- 
ers of private armed versels before 
they are commissioned.

BOWLING GREEN, Mo., 14.— 
Speaker Champ Clark prepared the fol- 
lowing statement on the American note

to Germany today: 
‘The American note on the awful 
tragedy of the Lusitania will attract 


world-wide attention, not only by rea- 
son of the gravity of the situation and 
the importance of the subject matter, 
but also by reason of the clear form 
and dignified statement of the case.”’ 
“In all human probability it will rank 
as a great State paper. The elegance 
of the language in which it is clothed 
will cause it to be universally read. It 
goes without saying that the situation 
is exceedingly ticklish and while many 
of our people are prone to look upon 
diplomacy as of little value, neverthe- 
less, the fact remains that diplomacy 
has hitherto froned out several quar- 
rels and entanglements which’ seemed 
to presage our entrance into war. 

“It is apropos to cite two or three 
ugly. situations as illustrations. First, 
the Mason-Slidell case during the Civil 
War, when President Lincoln’s good 
sense prevented war with Great Britain. 
Second, the case of the Virginius, where 
Gen. Grant's good sense saved us from 
a war with Spain. Third, the Venezue- 
lan case, where President. Cleveland's 
firm and courageous declaration pre- 
vented a war with Great Britain. 

“T have no doubt that President Wii- 
son will succeed in this case as well as 
his illustrious predecessors succeeded in 
the cases named in preserving peace 
with honor. 

“The last sentence in the note, as- 
serting the Administration’s determina- 
tion to maintain the rights of America 
and Americans, will be moet generally 
epplauded. That candid, luminous, 
courageous American assertion is clear 
as crystal. One thing certai—the 
American people will sustain the Presi- 
dent in this crisis, for they doubt not 
hie ability or his patriotism. 

‘The ringing resolution passed by the 
great Southern Baptist convention at 
Houston, Tex., and of Methodists and 
other religious bodies are indicative of 
American sentiment.”

LONDON PAPER 
SAYS NOTE DEFINES 
A GREAT ISSUE 


Westminster Gazette Declares 
Wilson Is Acting in the 
Name of Humanity. 


LONDON, May 14.—Referring to the 
note of President Wilson tv the Govern- 
n:ent of Germany, the Westminster Ga- 
zette says: 

‘‘The central fact is that in the name 
of humanity and international law the 
United States demands a guarantee that 
the rights of neutrals tv travel over 
any portion of the seas ir neutral or 
belligerent vessels, shall be respected. 
This is of profound importance not 
only for the present war but for the 
future peace and security of the world 
and by dispatching this note the greatest 
or the neutral powers definnitely takes 
a stand on maintaining the limits hither- 
to set down for warfare at sea. 

“President Wilson is acting for the 
honor and safety of the American peo- 
ple and all of us who have the bias 
of belligerents will do well to spare him 
advice or comment in dealing with the 
situation which may arise out of the 
dispatch of this note. 

“It is more than our cause which ie 
at stake and more than our interests 
that have to be considered. We will 
merely take note of the fact that one 
of the greatest issues of the war is 
sharply defined in this note and that 
the answer, whatever it may be, must 
make clear to the whole world whether 
or not Germany definitely abjures legal 
sanction to the limitations of that which 
hitherto has been unchallenveable be- 
tween nations.’”’ 

The Chronicle says the note shows 
that President Wilson is adhering firmly 
to the spirit of his original declaration 
with reference to strict accountability. 

“Nothing less,’”’ says the Chronicle, 
“could well be asked than a guarantee 
for the cessation of the illegal] and bar- 
barous submarine policy.’”’

TRANSYLVANIA IK 
WAR ZONE: NOTHING 
HEARD FROM HER 


Cunard Line Offices Say That 
Admiralty May Order Her 
to Glasgow. 


— 


NEW YORK. May 14.—No word has 
been received from the steamship Tran- 
sylvania, which left this city last Fri- 
day and is in the war zone today. Telé- 
phone inquiries from friends and rela- 
tives of passengers have been pouring 
in all day at the offices of the Cunard 
Line and at newspaper offices. There 
have been rumors that the ship has been 
torpedoed and sunk as was the Lusi- 
tania, but not one word about her has 
been received. 

A statement was issued by the Cunard 
office as follows: 

‘We do not expect to hear from the 
Transylvania until her arrival in either 
Glasgow or Liverpool. Under her sched- 
ule when she left New York she was 
to go to Liverpool, but if Capt. John 
Black has received at sea orders from 
the British Admiralty to go first to 
Glasgow by way of the west coast of 
Ireland, the company will have no word 
of her until she makes port. 

“It has been the custom hitherto for 
the Cunard ships to report by wireless 
as soon as they sight Fastnet, but since 
the sinking of the Lusitania this cus- 
tom has been abandoned. The Transyl- 
vania left New York a few hours after 
the news of the Lusitania had been 
made public. There were few cancella- 
tions among her passengers. She is due 
at Liverpool on Saturday night or early 
Sunday morning. The Cunard office will 
not be surprised if nothing is heard 
until Sunday night or even Monday 
morning, if she should be sent first to 
Glasgow.” “= + 

153 Women and Children Booked. 

Seventy-six cabin passengers and 300 
in the steerage were booked to leave for 
Liverpool today on board the White 
Star steamship Cymric. Among the 
cabin passengers were 2 women and 
seven children, while 40 per cent, or 
about 120 of those in the steerage, were 
women or children, making a total of 
153 women and children aboard. 

Not an American Aboard. 

Without an American on board the 
White Star liner Cymric left today for 
Liverpool under the British flag. She 
had aboard 965 persons, including the 
crew of 400. Her commander, Capt. 
Beadnell, a lieutenant-commander in 
the Royal Naval Regerve, said that on 
the way across the Atlantic the pas- 
sengers would have a daily boat drill 
and instruction in the adjustment of 
life preservers. 

Four hundred of the passengers were 
in the steerage. A large percentage of 
them were children and nearly all were 
Canadians. 

Barred From Italian Ships. 

Agents of Italian steamship lines here 
announced that instructions had been 
received by them to refuse passage to 
women or children of German, Austrian 
or Turkish birth. Men of those nation- 
alities already had been excluded. 

Officials of the American line have 
refused a demand by members of the 
crew of the steamship St. Louis for 
$20 extra pay for the trip to Liverpool 
on which the steamer is to start tomor- 
row. The offiicals declared that the 
risk to the St. Louis of being torpedoed 
by a German submarine is very small 
as the ships of that line have carried 
no contraband since the beginning of 
the war. 

Inquirers at the American Line 
were told that the steamship Phila- 
delphia, which saileq under the Amer- 
ican flag May 8, probably would ar-

THINKS GERMANS SURPRISED 
BY LOSS OF LIFE ON LUSITANIA 


NEW YORK, May 14.—An officer 
of the Atlantic fleet yesterday ex- 
pressed the conviction that it was no 
part of the German plan to drown 
the passengers of the Lusitania. 

“T believe,” he said, “it will even- 
tually be found that the. intention 
was to destroy the vessel only—that 
the Germans had in mind the Titanic 
and the two hours she remained 
afloat after hitting the iceberg. They 
doubtless calculated that the Lust- 
tania would remain afloat as long, 
and lang being only a few miles dis- 
tant and the sea being smooth, there 
would be no trouble in rescuing all 
aboard by the boats on the ship or 
by rescuing craft which would imme- 
diately respond to her call for aid. 

“But see how all of their caicula- 
tions went to pot. The torpedo hit 
in the stokehold and blew such a hole 
in her side that she heeled over so 
fast it was impossible to lower the 
boats on the port side. At the same 
time her wireless was knocked out 
of gear, and, what no one could have 
foreseen, it was found impossible to 
stop the engines, and therefore many 
of the boats that were lowered were 
swamped alongside. 

“I believe Germany was as much

“WORLD” PREDIGTS 


APOLOGY OFFER 
AND REPARATION 


Kaiser’s Embassy Said to Hav 
Been Instructed) on This 
Course by Wireless. 


NEW YORK, May 14.—The New York 
World today prints the following Wash- 
ington dispatch: 

“Apology, reparation, but no guaran- 
tee of the safety of Americans afloat 
under belligerent flags. 

“This is the high light of the pres- 
ent attitude of the German Govern- 
ment in the situation created by the 
Lusitania’s destruction. The World 
last night obtained directly from the 
Kaiser’s embassy a definition of the 
present position of Germany—a defini- 
tion that is believed to be a precise 
forecast of the German answer to 
Presidentt Wilson’s note. ’ 

“The attitude set forth here is based 
upon wireless instructions from Berlin 
and has been forwarded from this point 
to the high officers of the embassy in 
New York and elsewhere for their in- 
formation and guidance. 

“The expression from Berlin is sup- 
posed to be kept secret and to be for 
the private use of the embassy staff. It 
is based upon the voluminous reports 
that have gone from hers to Germany 
since last Friday. 

Three Points Involved. 

“The secret precept upon which the 
embassy is basing its conduct is divided 
into three parts. The first seems (to 
deal with admonitions to America; the 
second, with disavowals of any hostile 
intent, and the third and most impor- 
tant with an outline of what the im- 
perial Government is willing to do to 
avoid war with this country. This last 
point is insisted upon emphatically, and 
whatever may have been the case be- 
fore, there can be no question but that 
Germany’s representatives in this cour- 
try have been instructed to put forth 
a sentiment of friendship and, so far as 
he can, the Ambassador is to avoid a 
contingency that would mean a sus- 
pension of diplomatic relations, in 
which he is to be backed up in the full- 
est degree by Berlin. 

“This is the prescribed tone the em- 
bassy takes—a tone sounded first im 
Berlin and merely echoed here: 


“Germany feels great surprise at the 
bitterness of the outburst of feeling 


engendered by the Lusitania. She in- 
tended her warning about ocean travel 
under belligerent flags to be taken se- 
riously. The warnings had been inspired, 
not as first ascribed, by a petty desire 
to knock off a few paltry dollars from 
the receipts of British shipping com- 
panies, but by sincere desire to prevent 
Americans from needlessly exposing 
themselves to Germany’s only sea weap- 
on, the submarine. They point out that 
the use of the submarine has brought 
about new conditions of naval warfare, 
and it was in hope of meeting this need 
that the warnings were uttered. 

“Germany feels that this bitterness 
has been in part at least, deliberately 
accentuated and emphasized by the anti- 
German press, and she points out that 
the publication of the Bryce report at 
this moment was unfair to her. She 
contends that a spirit of fair play would 
have caused the press to withhold pub- 
lication of such inflammatory assertions, 
which, by the way, she is soon to deny 
in full, until a calmer time had ar- 
rived, 

“Anything, in Honor, to Avoid War.” 

“Germany claims her long time friend- 
ship with America to be strong evidence 
that she wishes friendly relations to 
continue. So sincere, says Berlin, is the 
German desire for American friendship, 
because of the millions of sons and 
daughters of the Fatherland who have 
found their home here, that she is will- 
ing to do anything in honor to avoid 
war. 

“It is Berlin's firm conviction, which 
her emissaries are called upon to re- 
peat, that America’s entrance inty the 
war would redound only to America’s 
disadvantage. Germany will fignt on to 
the bitter end and can only be con- 
quered, if conquered at all, at terrible 
cost. 

“And if at; last conquered, says Ber- 
lin, it will mean the complete domina- 
tion of the British, which will mean 
heavy burdens and great disabilities 
for the United States. 

“Finally the instructions defining the 
German attitude reach the point of 
the loss of American life on the Luassi- 
tania, and this phase of the expression 
is held to be accurately prophetic of 
Germany's answer to America’s note 
dispatched today. 

“Sentiments or regret and tender of 
apology are made, while at the same 
time emphasis is laid upon the warn: 
ing issued which, in Germany’s eyes 
placed the risk squarely on those who 
sailed on the ship. 

“But in spite of the fact that she re- 
gards her record as clear, Germany will 
offer reparation for having caused the 
death of American citizens. This repa- 
ration would probably take the form 
ef money damages and official condo- 
lences. It might even include damage 
for the loss of individual property, not 
of a contraband nature. 

To Refuse Safety Guarantec. 

“Having said this word about repara- 
tion, Germany has said all. There is 
now direct information that Germany 
will absolutely decline to guarantee the 
safety of Americans who take passage 
on ships of an enemy country. The 
qualification of enemy ships carrying 
contraband is not made because of the 
impossibility, on Germany's part. of 
making search of the vessels. 

“The reason that Germany deciines 
to give a guarantee of safety to the 
citizens of the United States afloat un-

being sunk if they laid their courses 
otherwise. 

Germany Has Grievances. 


“Germany assumes to feel herself a 
deep sufferer at the hands of Great 
Britain in the matter of broken prece- 
dents of international law.

Besiege American Representa- 


tive in London to Have Him 
Prevent Their Expatriation. 


LONDON, May 14.—Germans and Aus- 
trians again besieged the American 
consulate, but instead of demanding 
protection for themselves and property, 
they sought the ald of the American 
officials to prevent their being repatri- 
ated ig consequence of the decision of 
the Government anfiounced yesterday by 
Premier Asquith. Most of the callers 
were either over or under the intern- 
ment age. Many were women, with 
their children. 

These persons explained that for years 
their homes had been in this country 
and that their deportation to Germany 
or Austria would be regarded by them 
as a greater calamity than internment 
here. The American Consul-General, 
Robert P. Bkinner, took their state- 
ments, but was unable to promise any 
action in their behalf further than the 
transmission of their requests to the 
proper authorities. 

Eighty Germans and Austrians were 
stricken from the membership roll of 
the Iron and Steel Institute today. by 
unanimous vote of a meeting held in 
London. 

Large numbers of persons affected by 
the Government's plan are surrendering 
hourly rather than await arrest under 
the internment order. Their immediate 
disposition is puzzling the police, as 
the camps for them are not ready for 
use.

WASHINGTON, May 4 —Reports that 
war munitions in use by the allies are 
of American origin are emanating from 
Berlin.

Inquiry develops that the departmenr 
has taken rigid measures to see that no 
munitions or arme have gone from the 
arsenals which belong to the United 
States.

More prevalent is the belief that 
Germany will try by diplomatic negotia- 
tions to defer a crisis as long as pos- 
sible, but that the President will listen 
to no proposition which does not con- 
tain the guarantee emphasized in his 
demands. 

We, on our part, inspired by the con- 
ciliatory tone charterizing Mr. Wilson's 
note confidently expect the President 
will gladly welcome any fair step Ger- 
many may take towards a peaceful 
solution. 
The Westiiche Post has been asked by 
several Eastern papers to express its 
opinion on the stand of the United 
States should take in this issue. This 
invitation has come decidedly too latg. 
By the note of the President the United 
States has taken a stand, and it would 
be idle talk now, to philosophize over 
what should have been dcne. For the

; to carefully avoid everything 
which might have a tendency to render a 
peaceful understanding with Germany 
impossible. 


That we Americans of German descent 
with a bleeding heart contemplate the 
possibility of an armed conflict between 
the United States and the land of ou: 
parents and forefathers, ‘no fair-mind- 
ed person will condemn us for. On the 
contrary, everybody except people void 
of all sentiment and sympathy will feel 
with us the tragic conflict which rends 
our hearts. 

We would not be deserving of any re- 
spect if our sincerest wishes and our 
mcst fervent prayers were not for the 
conservation of peace. There still is 
hope and there still is an opportunity 
for an honorable understanding on both 
sides.

School Board Accomplishes This 
by Changing Districts and 
Time Schedules.

By redistricting and by changing reci- 
tation time schedules the Board of Ed- 
ucation has succeeded in providing facil- 
ities. equivalent to an additional high 


. ee 


i= 


school without the expense of construct. | & 


ing it. 

The board expects that the registra- 
tion in white schools at the beginning of 
the first term of the next school year 
will approximate 7500 students. Al- 
though the new Grover Cleveland High 
School wil be ready for use then, the 
room provided under the system in 
vogue now will be inadequate. 

By changing boundary lines of the 
high school districts the board will shift 
the attendance population to better ad- 
vantage, and in doing so will transfer 
192 pupils from Yeatman High School 
to Central, 366 from Central to McKin- 
ley, 100 from Soldan to Yeatman, 278 
from Central to Cleveland, and 627 from 
the McKinley to the Cleveland. 


One Period to Be Added, 
Under the present high school sched- 


ule the school day is divided into’ seven 
periods, extending from 9$:30 a. m. to 
2:30 p. m. By the new plan, which will 
be put in operation in September, one 
period will be added, extending the class 
hours to 3:30 p. m. All work in the lab- 
oratories and shops requires two of 
these periods, or what is known as a 
double period for these recitations. Thus 
there are but three of these double 
periods in a seven-period day, leaving 
a half period of time when. the labor- 
atories and shops are idle. 

By adding a period to the day. the 
board proyides another double labcra- 
tory period, giving four :nstead of three, 
thus adding 33 1-3 per cent to the ef- 
ficiency of this portion of the high 
school examination. 


Eaqnivalent.to Whole School, 
This additional period ir laboratory 


and shop work will provide space in 
other class rooms for periods in other 
lines of work, and it is said the in- 
creaged capacity in each high school 
building will accommodate from 20 to 2% 
ter cent more pupils, equivalent to one 
complete high school structure. 

When the new arrangement is put in 
operation pupils will be excused from 
reporting at school before time for the 
commencement of their first period of 
work and they will be excused at the 
end of their last period. Under this plan 
ull will not arrive and depart from 
school at the same time as is now the 
case. 

The School Board is not contemplating 
the improvement of the new high school 
site at King’s highway and San Fran- 
cisco avenue at present. Funds are 
lacking. The erection of 12 grade 
schoole, which have beén recommended, 
is held up for the same reason.

BARNES DEFENDS 
POLICIES, DENEE 
1 R’S TESTIMONY 


Reproached by Colonel for Not 
Votng for Him for Conven- ~ 
tion Chairman. 


By Associated Press. 
SYRACUSE, N. Y. May 14.—Wil- 


liam Barnes concluded his direct tes- 
timony here today by defending his 
organization policies, denying parts 
of the testimony of Theodore Roose- 
velt and Loyal W. France, and con- 
tradicting William Loeb. He declared 
that the Colonel reproached him when 
in 1910 he,did not vote for him 
(Roosevelt) as temporary chairman 
of the State convention. He answered 
many questions designed, his counsel 
said, “to show the dominance of the 
defendant” in the Repfiiblican party. 

Barnes denied that h® had tried to 
influence the votes of legislators at 
the time of the senatorial deadlock 
in 1911 and he swore that-he had 
néver talked ‘to’ Charles F. Murphy of 
Tammany Hall but once in his life. 

William M. Ivins, his attorney, asked 
him about previous testimony as to 
his statements about the primary law. 

“What I said,” asserted Barnes, 
was that I was against the primary 
law ays it then stood. I said that the 
opposite party could injure any man 
in the primaries if they desired to do 
so.”’ 

“Did you say the system of direct 
primaries was subversive to party in- 
terests.?” “It could not be.” : 

Met Murphy Only Once. 

Barnes said he had never talked with 
any member of the Legislature in re- 
gard to his vote during the election of 
a United States Senator in 1911. He sald 
he had met Charles F. Murphy once at 
a dinner and had. not seen him since. 
He declared he had not talked about the 
senatorship with him or -any- of--his 
agents. 

Barnes said that after two months of 
deadlock in the Legislature he talked 
with several legislators on the proposi- 
tion of the Republicans voting for an in- 
dependent Democrat. He denied he 
had met William Loeb Jr. in.the of- 
fice of J. S. Bache & Co. in 1911. 

“Mr. Loeb is mistaken,’ he said, but 
added that he had met him there sub- 
sequent to the election of 1912. 

“Mr. Loeb testified to a conversation 
with you about an arrangement he said 
you had with Mr. Murphy. Did you 
have such a conversation with him?’’ 
“I did not,’’ replied Barnes. 


Contradicted Roosevelt's . Testimony 
When on Stand Yesterday. 
Barnes spent two hours on the witness 
stand yesterday and contradicted wholly 
or in part various portions of the testi- 
mony of Col. Roosevelt. and. gave his 
own version of several incidents de- 

scribed by Roosevelt. 

Barnes swore that he did not talk to 
Col. Roosevelt about the franchise tax 
bill prior to its passage. He denied 
emphatically that he had asked the 
then Governor of New York not to sign 
the bill. With equal emphasis he de- 
nied that he had ever told Col. Roose- 
velt that men identified with big busi- 
ness interests contributed to both par- 
tles in order to gain protection and that 
if it was not given them they would 
cease to contribute—that he had urged 
the re-appointment of Lou Payn as 
State Superintendent of Insurance and 
that he discussed legislative and execu- 
tive matters with him on many occa- 
sions. He said he did none of these or 
a half a dozen other things the Colonel 
described him as having done. 

He did, however, declare by direct in- 
ference that he considered Col. Roose- 
velt the leader of the Republican party 
in this State from 1906 to 1910. And he 
said that he visited the White House in 
1908 at the request of the President and 
was invited to see August Belmont 
about the racetrack bill. He quoted Col. 
Roosevelt as saying that the bill must 
be defeated. This was the bill which 
failed of passage because of the vote of 
State Senator Grattan, who, according 
to previous testimony changed his mind 
about voting for it after an alleged talk 
with Barnes the night before it came up 
for consideration. 

As for the statement accredited to him 
by Col» Roosevelt that. the people ‘‘were 
not fit to govern  themselves,”’ Mr. 
Barnes declared he never said it. 


Tells of Political Career. 
During the day he painted in words 


a picture of his political career and gave 
his ideas about political organization. 
In this connection he said: 

I told Mr. Roosevelt, as have I 
told a great many others, that if we 
were to maintain In this country 
a system oi party Government or- 
ganization was necessary; that no 
movement could ever come to 
achievement unless it was organ- 
ized. The idea that the people can 
move without order or policy is ab- 
‘surd upon its face. 

They must have leaders, or they 
do not move at all, and no party 
movement or any other movement 
can progress unless it is financed by 
people whose hearts are in the work 
and who are willing to give to the 
cause for which they stand. No or- . 
ganization can succeed unless at- 
tended by men who are willing to 
give their entire time to the work. 
i have said, as I say now, that no 
party, whatever it be—Republican, 
Democratic, Progressive, Prohibi- 
tionist, Socialist, Labor:or Inde- 

_ pendent—can move forward without 
proper control and guldance. 

‘Col. Roosevelt seemed to be intensely 

interested in what opponent had to say.

——| WNIONDALE INCORPORATION 1S 
REFUSED BY COUNTY COURT 


Application Was Step in School Dis- 
trict Fight on in St. Louis County 
for Five Years. 

The St. Louis County Court today de- 
cided to refuse the application for the 
incorporation of a town to be known 
as Uniondale, including the Home 
Heights residence district and forming 
at present the northwest one-fourth of 
the Ritenour Schoo! Pistrict, which lies 
along the Creve Coeur line, five miles 
west of the city limits. The matter has 
been before the Court of Appeals, which 

issued a writ of prohibition. 

A school district fight, which has been 
carried on for five years, is involved 
in thé attempt to incorporate a new 
town. One of the avowed objects of the 
proposed incorporation was to get a 
better school] building for Home Heights. 
Home Heights pupils, in the upper 
grades, now have to walk two -miles 
to the Ritenour District School at Over- 
land Park. 

A bond issue for $14,000 for a four- 
room building at Home Heights and 
one for $9000 for additions to the Over- 
land Park building, were voted last 
Saturday, after several bond-issue pro- 


posals had failed.

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JURY RULES UNION | 


| CAN'T FORCE A MAN 
TO DRINK FREE BEER 


Verdict Found for N for Max Lehman, 
Brewery Worker, Who Refused 
to Visit “Sternewirth.”’ 


After this a m can be a member 
of the Brewery orkers’ Union in 
good standing without making two 
trips an hour to the “sternewirth” 


‘]for beer and without taking an hour 


and a quarter to do a three-quarters- 
of-an-hour job. A jury in Circuit 
Judge Hennings’ court has found that 
&@ man who stays away from the 
“sternewirth” and hustles through 
his job is entirely within his rights, 
and has given a verdict for $1010 
against officers and directors of 
Brewors and Malsters’ Union No. 6 
in favor of Max Lehman of 1014 South 
Eighth street, because they put him 
out of the union and deprived him of 
the’ opportunity to work on that ac- 
count. 

In 1911 Lehman was employed at 
the Wainwright Brewery. He was 
tried by the Executive Board of the 
union on the charge of failing to 
make trips to the “sternewirth” 
twice an hour and of cleaning a 100- 
barrel cask in three-quarters of an 
hour, a task to which it had been the 
custom for members of the union to 
devote an hour and a quarter. He 
was not permitted to face his ac- 
cusers. When their accusations were 
repeated to him he made denial. He 
was fined $5 on the charge of bearing 
false testimony. 

Union Sustains Fine. 

Lehman appealed to the union, and 
at its next meeting it sustained the 
Executive Committee. He failed to 
pay the fine, and, according to the 
union officials, appeared at a meet- 
ing in May of that year and refused 
to pay, thereby forfeiting his mem- 
bership. 

Lehman filed suit in the Circuit Court 
for damages. In his petition he set up 
that he waa the owner of a certain 
valuable civis right and property right 
and public utility, namely, his industrial 
skill and his readiness, willingness and 
ability to work and labor as a brewer, 
and his right te dispose of his labor 
according to his will. 

On and before May 18, 1912, he stated, 
he was so engaged and had gained for 
himself and was enjoying the good 
opinion of his employers and all those 
who were working with him, and was 
earning $20 a week. After his suspen- 
sion he appealed to the International 
Executive Board. Although the local 
officers were ordered by the Interna- 
tional Executive Board to permit him 
to work until his. appeal had been 
passed on, hé alleged that the local of- 
ficlals coerced the company by threats 


and kept him from obtaining employ- 
ment until Aug. 13, 1912, when the 
executive board ordered his reinstate- 
ment. 

Trial Occupies Two Days, ¢< 
The trial of the case occupied two 
days in Judge Hennings’ court. « The 


-| defendants tried to justify themselves 


by having it appear that Lehman, by 
failing to make the twice-an-hour trips 
to the ‘“‘Sternewerth,’’ jeopardized the 
time-honored privilege of brewery work- 
ers to take two free beers an hour on 
the company’s time, and that he 
jeopardized the health of himself and 
other workers in cleaning a cask in 
three-quarters of an hour, 6dwing to 
the injurious gases in the cask. 

Judge Hennings instructed the jury 
that ‘‘every person has the right to 
dispose of his services as he may see 
fit and to engage in any lawful occu- 
pation that he may choose, and no man 
or body of men have the right to 
wrongfully interfere with the free ex- 
ercise of such right or to deprive such 
a person of all opportunity to engage 
in his chosen calling.” 

The jury gave a verdict for $260 actual 
damages and $730 punitive damages 
against Joseph Schuesler, president of 
the union; Joseph Hauser, secretary, 
and Leonard Schuster, Henry Bunde, 
Joseph Glader, Joseph Hahn, Martin 
Howard arid Max Brunhofer, members 
of the Executive Committee.

WOMEN SHOW ACTIVITY

in Proposal’s Behalf.

The Citizens’ Parkway Committee an- 
nounced today that many ministers of 
various denominations had responded to 
the committee’s request that they 
preach sermons on civic problems on 
June 6, which has been designated by 
the committee as ‘‘Civic Sunday.” 

The pastors also have pledged them- 
selves to urge the voters in their con- 
gregations to vote June 8, at the spe- 
cial parkway election. ; 

No request was made that clergymen, 
in their sermons, advocate the park- 
Way, but they were asked to urge their 
congregations to vote either for or 
against the parkway and to vote on all 
civic issues looking toward the city’s 
progress. 

“Civic Saturday and Sunday.” 

Plans for a Civic Saturday and Sun- 
day, June 5 and 6, are being formulated 
by the Women’s Parkway Committee as 
a formal close of the parkway campaign. 

A mass meeting in Lafayette Park, in 
charge of the women, is one of the 
features planned for Civic Saturday. 

The parkway will be discussed tonight 
at the McKinley High School during a 
declamatory contest of four literary so- 
cieties. C. H. Heidbrink, chairman of 
the speakers’ committee, will outline the 
Parkway ordinance and will exact prop- 
ositions. 

An active campaign by the women was 
inaugurated this afternoon at a meet- 
ing of the Mothers’ Club of the Sherman 
School at 3970 Flad avenue, where a 
parkway primary talk was made by 
Mrs. O. R. Lake. 


St. Louis Architects Prefer More Com- 
prehensive Improvement. 
The St. Louis Chapter of the Amer- 


ican Institute of Architects made public 
today a resolution adopted by the chap- 
ter April 26 in opposition to the pro- 


posed new parkway. The resolution was 
sent to the Post-Dispatch in response 
to a published inquiry regarding the at- 
titude of the architects. 

The only reason for opposition ex- 
pressed in the resolution is that a more 
comprehensive scheme for the improve- 
ment of the city should be prepared. G. 
F. A. Brueggeman, president of the 
chapter, said that it had been agreed 
among the members that none should 
make any statement in addition to those 
contained in the resolution, and that 
that would be all the architects would 
say on the matter at the present time. 
The resolution follows: 


‘‘Whereas, The St. Louis Chapter of 
the American Institute of.Architects has 
been requested by Mayor Kiel to in- 
dorse the proposed new Parkway as pre- 
sented by the City Plan Commission, 
and 

‘‘Whereas, A committee of the St. 
Louis chapter has given several weeks’ 
study to the proposed Parkway with a 
view to ascertaining its relation to any 
practicable and comprehensive city plan, 
and 

‘‘Whereas, This study has confirmed 
the belief that the Parkway, as pre- 
sented, is not the best possible solu- 
tion of the problem, 

‘Therefore be it resolved, That the 
chapter regrets its inability to indorse 
the present proposed Parkway, and rec- 
ommends that a comprehensive plan for 
the development of the entire city be 
prepared in order that all future im- 
provements, parkways, boulevards and 
parks shall be properly correlated.”

>HINA EXPLAINS ACTION 


IN YIELDING TO DEMANDS 


IN JAPAN’ 


$ ULTIMATUM 


Her Government Declares She Exhausted Every 
Effort to Uphold Her Rights and 
Protect Foreign Interests. 


PEKIN, May 13.—The Chinese Gov- 
ernment has issued ‘‘a frank and plain 
gtatement’’ connected with “‘the drastic 
action of Japan’’ in presenting its ulti- 
matum on May 7. 

Contending that China aimed at the 
consolidation of the friendship existing 
between China and Japan and was par- 
ticularly solicitous for the preservation 
of peace in the Far East, the state- 
ment says: 

“Unexpectedly, on Jan. 18 Japan 
adopted the unusual course of present- 
ing a list of 21 momentous demands ar- 
ranged in five groups. The first four 
groups were each introduced by 1 pre- 
amble, but there was no explanation 
to the fifth group. However, no dif- 
ference was indicated in the @vcyument 
between them and those embodied in 
the preceding grdéups. 

“No Reason tor Demands.” 

“Although there was no cause for 
such a demarche, the Chinese Govern- 
ment, in‘deference to the wishes of the 
Japanese ‘Government, immediately 
agreed to open negotiations on those 
articles which it was possible for China 
to consider. 

“Despite the palpableness of the whole 
of the demands being intended to ex- 
tend the rights and interests of Japan 
without securing a quid pro quo of 
any kind for China, China approached 
the pending conferences in a spirit of 
the utmost friendliness and with the de- 
termination to deal with all questions 
frankly and sincerely.”

Japan’s Use of Troops. 

Even when Japan dispatched large 
bodies of troops to Shantung province 
6nd Manchuria, with the ostensible pur- 
pose of relieving the garrisons, it is 
pointed out, China, although the action 
caused indignation and alarm on the 
part of the Chinese people, exerted its 
influence to prevent a rupture of the 
negotiations. 

“Throughout the conference,’’ says 
the statement, “the Chinese Goverrv 
ment steadfastly strove to arrive at 
an amicable settlement and made every 
concession possible. Of the 21 demands 
submitted, China agreed to 15, some in 
principle, some textually, six of them 
being initiated by both parties.” 

There is then set out at great length 
the demands to which China agreed. At 
the first conference she accepted in 
principle the demand that she assgnt 
to the transfer of German rights in 
Shantung to Japan, but wished to add 
a clause that the matter should be 
left to a discussion of all the parties in- 
terested at a peace conference and that 
Japan should agree to restore the leased 
property to China. This, it is contended, 
Was not a demand on Japan, but a re- 
iteration of Japan’s statement in an ultl- 
matum to Germany last August. 

What China Demanded. 

China also asked for the assumption 
‘by Japan of the responsibility for in- 
demnification for losses arising from 
the military operations; that the cus- 
toms, telegraphs and postoffices should 
be continued to be administered as here- 
tofore and that the military railways 
and telegraphs installed by Japan should 
be removed forthwith; that the Japanese 
troops, outside the leased territory 
should be withdrawn and those within’ 
should be recalled when Kiauchau was 
returned to China. 

Other demands agreed to by China 
were: That she should not cede or lease 
to any third Power any territory inland, 
or land on the sea border, of Shantung; 
that Japan should be given preference, 
provided Germany abandoned her privi- 
lege of supplying capital for the con- 
struction of a railway from Chifoo or 
Lungkow to connect with the Kauchau- 
Chinanfu railway in the event of China 
deciding to build that railway with for- 
eign capital, that she would open cer- 
tain important cities in Shantung, as 
trade marts, under regulations approved 
by Japan, aithough these privileges were 
additional to any enjoyed by Germany 
and in the opinion of China acceptance 
was not essential to the preservation of 
peace in the Far East. 

Later China agreed to the extension 
of the leases of the Dairen, Port Arthur-. 
South Manchurian and .the Antung- 
Mukden' Railway.. 

China’s “Bitter Experiences.” 
The statement ccntinues: . 
“Owing to the bitter experiences which 

China has sustained in the past in con- 
rection with leased portions of her ter- 
ritory it has become a settled policy not 
to grant further leases, nor extend the 
terins of those now in existence. There- 
fore, it was a.significant indication of 
China's desire to meet Japan's wishes 
when she agreed to this exceptional de- 
parture from her settled policy.”’ 

At the same conference China agreed 
to refrain from raising objectivns to the 
principle of co-operation with the 
Hanyehping Co., if that company should 
arrive at an agreement in this respect 
with the Japanese capitalists concerned. 
With reference to this question it was 
pointed out to the Japanese Minister 
that in the provigional constitution of 
the republic Chinese subjects were guar- 
anteed the right of protection of the 
property and freedom to engage in any 
lawful occupation and the Government 
was precluded therefore from interfer- 
ing withthe private business of the peo- 
ple and could not find any other solu- 
tion than the one agreed upon. 

Hoped for Modification. 

After a long explanation of the con- 
sideration accorded the original de- 
mands and the concessions made in an 
effort to placate the Japanese, the state- 
ment says: 

“The foregoing is an outline of the 
negotiations up to April 17, It was hoped 
by the Chinese Government that, in 
view of the great concessions made by 
China at conferences held up to this 
time, the Japanese would see a way of 
affecting an amicable settlement by 
modifying her position on certain points 
in regard to which it had become mani- 
fest China would encounter almost in- 
superable obstacels to making further 
concessions. 

“The Japanese Government, however, 
suspended negotiations until April 2, 
when they surprised the Chinese Goy- 
ernment by presenting a new list of 24 
demanda and fequested that China ac- 
cord their acceptance without delay, 
adding that it was their final proposal 
At the same time the Japanese Minister 
stated that Japan would restore the 
leased territory of Kiaochau at an op- 
portune time in the future if China 
agreed to the new list of demands with- 
out modification. 

Four New Demands, 

“This Kiauchau offer, however, was 
in no sense a new proposal, as it was 
advanced at the first conference. But 
the new list introduced four new demands 
concerning inner Mongolia. In defer- 
ence to the wishes of Japan the Chinese 
Government gave the revised list the 
most careful consideration and being 
sincerely desirous of an early settle- 
ment offered new concessions in a re- 
ply presented on May 1, agreeing to 
three of the four articles relating to in- 
ner Mongolia.” 

After relating the details of the new 
concessions, the statement continues: 
“Having made these concessions, which 
virtually brought the views of China 
into line with those of Japan and ex- 
plained in a note accompanying the 
reply how difficult it was for China to 
make further cencessions, the Chinese 


Government hoped Japan would wou 


their reply, thus bringing the negotia- 


a 


tions to an amicable conclusion. Japan, 


however, expressed dissatisfaction with 
Ching’s reply, withdrew the conditional 
offer to restore Kiauchau, and intimated 
that if China did not give full compli- 
ance with the 24 demands, Japan would 
have recourse to dtastic measures. 


Exhausted Peaceful Efforts. 


“Upon r ceiving this intimation, Cifina, 
impaired ‘by a conciliatory spirit and 
desirous of avoidinng a rupture in the 
relations between the two countries, 
made a supreme effort to meet the situ- 
ation. She represented to Japan she 
would reconsider her position and make 
another attempt to find a solution satis- 
factory to Japan with respect to the 
articles China had declared could not 
be taken up for consideration, but to 
which Japan attached importance. Even 
cm the evening of May 6, after the 
Japanese Ministers had notified China 
the ultimatum had arrived in Pekin, 
China, in the interests of peace, still 
exerted efforts to save the situation by 
offering to meet Japan's wishes. Her 
overtures again were rejected and thus 
was exhausted the means at the disposal 
of China to prevent an impasse. 

“It is plain China proceeded to the 
fullest extent possible in making con- 
cessions in view of the strong national 
sentiment manifested by the people. 
Throughout the whole period of the ne- 
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gfotiations, all the Chinese Government 
strove to maintain was China's’ plenary” 
sovereignty, the treaty rights of foreigh 
Powers and the principles of equal op- 
portunity. To the profound regret of 
China, however, the tremendous sacri- 
fices they had shown themselves ready 
to make proved unavailing and the ul- 
timatum was delivered by the Japanese 
Ministers at 3 p. m. on May 7. 

Sought to Protect Foreign Interests, 

‘As to the allegations in the ulti- 
matum against China, the Chinese Gov- 
ernment hopes the foregoing outline of 
the negotiations constitutes a clear and 
dispassionate reply. 
nature of the course they should take 
with reference to the ultimatum, China 
was influenced by a desire to preserve 
the Chinese people as well as the large 
number of foreign residents in China 
from unnecessary suffering and algo 
prevent the interests of friendly Powers 
from being impertiled. 

“China was compelled to comply in 
full with the terms of the ultimatum. 
but in complying China disclaims any 
desire to associate itself with any re- 
vision which thus may be effected upon 
various conventions and agreements 
concluded between various other Powers 
in respect to the maintenance of China’s 
territorial independence and integrity, 
the preservation of the status quo and 
the principle of equal opportunity in 


In considering the‘ 
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commerce and industry for all nations 
in China.’’ 


CHANGES DUE TO 
ELDER STATEMEN 


TOKIO, Japan, Friday, May 7, by 
mail to Shanghai, May 13.—Information 
has reached the Associated Press con- 
cerning the manner in which a peaceful 
adjustment of the differences’ between 
Japan and China was reached at a 
time when a rupture seemed probable. 
The Elder Statesmen advocated strong- 
by a policy of moderation and their 
views finally prevailed. The demands 
of Japan were modified and China's ac- 
ceptance followed. 

The action taken by Japan represented 
@ compromise. The Elder Statesmen 
urged, instead of the presentation of an 
ultimatum to China, the sending of a 
special mission to President Yuan Shi 
Kai in an effort to persuade him to 
accede to’ Japan's wishes. This plan 
was abandoned, however, in view of 
the aroused state of public feeling. 

The Cabinet held the view that pub- 
lic opinion demanded drastic action. The 
Eider Statesmen, however, felt that tv 
send an ultimatum demanding accept- 
ance of Japan’s demands in full would

The adoption of this program was 
finally agreed to by both the Cabinet 
and the Elder Statesmen, who were in 
complete agreement at the end. The 
acceptance of the program by China has 
just been made a matter of history.

A Champion in “Form.”
